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BALANCED WINTER DIET. 
URING the winter there is a gen- 
eral tendency te dat too much 
meat and too little vegetables and 
fruit. The result is that before the 
winter is over a great many peeple think 
they need a spring tonic. The reason for 
this belief el that many suffer from 
patches on the skin, some have. indefinite 
ins of one sort or another, some have 
slight swelling of the gums, or other 
evidence of mild u. and . are 

constipated. 


fresh vegetables and fruit during this 
winter will mean rather heavy grocery 
bills. The question nattirally arises, 
Will dried vegetables and cooked vege- 
tables answer the same purpose? Givens 
and Cohen undertook to settle this ques- 
tion. The conclusion that they arrive at 
be that cabbage, carrots, and potatoes, 
dried at low temperatures, have the same 
capacity for staving off so-called impuri- 
ties of the blood due to winter diet that 
fresh vegetables have. 

If the vegetables were dried at a tem- 
perature lower than 125 their use as food 
would prevent scurvy, and in fact would 
cure the disease if it was in an early 
stage. If the vegetables were her ted to 
165 for about half an hour and then held 
at 150 for several days the anti-scurvy 
principle was lost. Cabbage that had 
been cooked for thirty minutes and then 
dried for two days at 150 degrees did 
not prevent scurvy. The same “conclu- 
sions also apply * potatoes and carrots. 


In the same number of the Journal of 
Biological Chemistry with the results 
of the study made by Givens and Cohen 
there is a report: ef an investigation of 


They conclude that the 
dietary qualities of potatoes are much 
the same as those of flour and other 
foods made from cereal grains. 
Potato is not 4 perfect food. It con- 
tains too much starch, too little protein, 
and too little of the fat soluble growth 
substance. But if potato is mixed with 
some albumin, such as milk albumin, a 
little butter or other grease and some 
salt, rats fed on it keep in good health 
and flesh, grow properly, have young, 
and give plenty of milk to sustain them.
